necessary annoy ance. 
Still the di­ 
v isions were 
forced perhaps by 
state issues or personal likes and 
dislikes, and could not v ery well 
hav e been av oided ; but ev en so, 
there is doubt 
if 
a 
v oter has 
the 
moral 
rig ht 
under 
any 
sort of circumstances to encourag e 
the breaking up of either one of 
the g reat parties into separate or­ 
g anizations with candidates 
for 
state offices. 
The democratic and 
republican parties cov er the entire 
field of public policy , and ev ery 
v oter honestly and truly belong s 
to the one or the other. 
He may 
and has the rig ht to aifiliate with 
one of them today and with the 
other tomorrow, according as each 
shall declare its purpose, but he 
weakens his own influence and in­ 
jures the cause he adv ocates when 
he quits them both to identify him­ 
self with another political org ani­ 
zation.

The United States court of ap­ 
peals in the Indian territory has 
just handed down an opinion in 
the case of the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas Railway company, ap­ 
pellant, vs. William L. Wilder, ap­ 


pellee. 
This is one of the famous Chou­ 
teau fiie cases. 
On the 23d of 
September, 189 1, the entire busi­ 
ness portion and a part of the resi­ 
dence portion of the town of Chou­ 
teau, in the Clierokee nation, on 
the line of the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas Railway company, was 
des:royed by fire. 
The parties owning the property 
destroyed brought a number of 
suits against the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas Railway company, a g ­ 
gregating a large amount of dam­ 
ages, charging that an engine of 
the railway company, which was 
used in setting cars at the stock 
yards at that town, at about the 
time the fire broke out,'had caused 
fire in a livery barn. 
One of these cases was tried in 
the United States district court in 
February, 
1S95. 
The 
railroad 
company lost it, and appealed the 
case to the United States circuit 
court of appeals, where the opinion 
of the lov*er court was afPiniied. 
The railway company then ap­ 
pealed the case to the United States 
supreme court, and this court was 
evenly divided on the question of 
the liability of the railway com­ 
pany, and the judgment, therefore, 
stood affirmed.

to talk freely about the same, 
it was the opinion of a great many 
that the fire did not originate from 
sparks from thé locomotive 
The railway companies secured 
the depositions of 
a number of 
these parties, who had heretofore 
refused to give any evidence, and 
would not discuss the origin of the 
fire until after they supposed the 
litigation was ended,and instituted 
proceedings in the district court in 
the Fuller ca^^e for a new trial, on 
the grounds of newly discovered 
evidence. 
This proceeding is still 
pending. 
In the meantime, the Wilder 
ca.se, which is the second of this 
series of cases, was tried three 
times in the district court. 
In the 
first trial the jury disagreed; in the 
second trial one of the jurymen 
was taken sick after the case was 
on trii^l nine days and in the third 
trial the jury rendered a verdict 
against the railway company. This 
is the verdict which has been set 
aside by the court of appeals for 
the Indian Territory. 
One peculiar incident of this lit­ 
igation was that during thq trial of 
one of the cases a witness was call­ 
ed by the plaintiff to impeach some 
of the witnesses for the railway 
company who had given testimony 
as to the origin of the fire. , 
The railway company began in­ 
vestigation as to this witness, and 
discovered that he was a refugee 
criminal from Missouri, living in 
the Indian territory under an as­ 
sumed name, and, though he left a 
wife and seven children in Mis­ 
souri, had married a Cherokee In­ 
dian woman in the territory. 
The 
United 
States 
marshal 
thereupon undertook to arrest this 
man, and he surrounded himself 
with a posse of desperadoes, and 
when he was finally arrested two
